The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  for  the  District  for  1957  shows  a marked 
increase  in  the  population.  Thus  he  quotes  the  figure  of  21,350  for  mid-1956 
and  23,040  for  mid-1957.  There  was  a natural  increase  in  the  District  of  125, 
being  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths.  It  would  appear  that  the  Registrar 
General  has  made  allowance  for  the  increased  birth  rate,  the  decreased  death 
rate  and  the  influx  of  new  residents. 

Birth  Rate. 

The  number  of  births  for  1957  was  4-21,  compared  with  365  in  1 95^ - This  has 

given  rise  to  a further  increase  in  the  birth  rate.  The  new  birth  rate  is 
19*85  and  this  figure  is  a considerable  increase  upon  the  figure  of  18*97  for 
1956.  . The  local  figure  is  considerably  greater  than  that  for  the  country 

generally. 

The  still  birth  rate  has  increased  very  considerably  and  is  above  that  for 
England  and  Wades. 

Death  Rate. 

The  number  of  deaths  has  fallen,  being  296,  compared  with  302  far  1956. 

As  a result,  the  death  rate  has  fallen,  resulting  in  a figure  of  9*50.  This  is 
lower  than  that  for  the  country,  the  figure  in  the  latter  case  being  11.5. 

The  corrected  death  rate  has  again  fallen., 

A list  of  the  causes  of  death  appears,  later  i 1 the  report . 

Infantile  Mortality  Rate.  . . . 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  has  increased  very  considerably,  the  figure 
being  38*02,  compared  with  13*69  for  the  previous  year.  The  figure  is  well 
above  that  for  the  country  is  23*1. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  infants  was  16,  whilst  in  1 956  it  was  5.  The

^gain  there  has  been  a good  decrease  in  the  numbers  of  cases  of  this 
condition.  During  the  year  the  use  of  a combined  immunising  material  against 
diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  was  continued,  but  it  will  be  sane  time  before  it 
will  be  possible  to  assess  the  value  of  the  protection  against  whooping  cough.

There  has  been  a very  great  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  measles 
reported  during  the  year.  There  were  239  cases  in  1957,  tut  oiiLy  3 during  1956. 
There  was  an  increased  case  rate,  but  this  was  still  well  below  the  rate  f ar 
England  and  Wales.  The  majority  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  early  summer. 


One  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  notified  during  1957.  This  case  was  seriously 
paralysed.  It  was  feared  that  a tracheotomy  would  have  been  necessary. 
Fortunately  a good  recovery  occurred.

Tuberculosis. 

Additions  to  the  Register  were  27  cases  in  1957,  canpared  with  21  in  1956. 
Of  these  additions,  17  cases  were  fresh  notifications  of  tuberculosis, 

1A  pulmonary  and  3 non-pulmonary,  and  the  remaining  10  were  cases  coming  to 
live  in  the  District. 

Of  the  removals  fran  the  Register,  there  v/as  1 death,  and  a further 
13  cases  ^have  been  removed  from  the  Register,  all  of  whom  have  gone  to  live 
outside  the  District.  An  additional  6 cases  have  been  removed  from  the 
Register,  due  to  recovery  from  the  disease.

Care  of  Premature  Babies. 

The  care  of  premature  babies  is  undertaken  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County 
Council.  The  Paediatric  Consultant,  Dr.  Blandy,  is  available  fear  consulting 
in  the  case  of  these  cases,  his  services  having  been  made  possible  on  a part- 
time  basis  by  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Paediatric  Consultations. 

The  services  of  Dr.  Blandy,  referred  to  in  the  previous  paragraph,  are 
available  for  all  children  up  to  school  leaving  age.  A weekly  Clinic  is 
arranged  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  and  cases  are  referred  to  it  on  the 
reccmmendation  of  the  County  Medical  Officer. 


The  services  of  a Consultant  Ophthalmologist  are  made  available  to  all 
children  up  to  school  leaving  age.  Appointments  are  made  after  reference  to 
the  County  Medical  Officer.  The  services  of  this  Consultant  are  provided  on 
a part-time  basis  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Dental  Services. 

The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  providing  a Dental  Service  for 
children  up  to  school  leaving  age  and  for  antenatal  cases  and  nursing  mothers. 
Appointments  can  be  made  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  after  reference  frem  the 
various  Clinics,  etc. 

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers,  etc.. 

This  work  is  supervised  and  administered  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County 
Council  who  have  an  Almoner  service  for  this  purpose. 

School  Health  Service. 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council. 
Radcliffe-on-Trent  School  Clinic.  (Co-operative  Hall,  Shelford  Road). 

Every  Monday  morning  - 9.30  a.m.  to  12  noon. 

A Medical  Officer  attends  alternate  Clinics. 
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Vaccination  and  Immunisation  Services. 

Vaccination  Service.

Immunisation. 

The  figures  for  diphtheria  immunisation  show  an  improvement  upon  the 
previous  year.  Thus  94-  babies  under  1 year  received  a full  course  of 
immunisation,  compared  with  78  in  1956,  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  babies 
are  now  being  protected  earlier  with  combined  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough 
prophylactics.  The  Ministry  target  remains  at  75%  of  all  babies  under  the  age 
of  1 year  being  protected,  and  there  is  still  a lot  of  leeway  to  be  made  up. 

Whooping  Cough  Vaccination. 

Vaccination  against  whooping  dough  has  continued  during  the  year  and  in  the 
fcajcrity  of  cases,  this  has  been  done  combined  with  the  diphtheria  immunising 
material.  There  is  no  doubt  that  parents  are  even  more  anxious  to  have  their 
children  protected  against  whooping  cough  than  against  diphtheria.  With  the 
tremendous  success  of  diphtheria  immunisation  in  mind,  it  is  anticipated  that 
similar  results  may  be  the  result  of  whooping  cough  protection.  It  should  be 
noted  that  there  was  a satisfactory  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  whooping 
cough  this  year. 
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During  the  year,  the  scheme  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination  was  continued. 
This  was  implemented  by  the  Rural  District  Council  on  an  agency  basis  similar 
to  the  vaccination  and  immunisation  schemes.  With  the  limited  supply  of 
vaccine  available,  seme  243  children  were  vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis 
during  the  year  and  seme  1 ,730  children  were  awaiting  treatment. 


B.C.G-.  Vaccination. 


This  service  was  carried  out  by  the  Rural  District  Council  cn  an  agency 
basis  and  the  scheme  was  commenced  towards  the  end  of  1937.  36  children  were 

vaccinated  during  the  year. 


The  Local  Health  Authority  provide  a hone  help  service  and  assistance  can 
be  obtained  for  necessitous  cases  on  request  to  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

The  service  covers  the  following  types  of  cases 

M ^ Maternity  cases. 

(2)  Mothers  of  young  children  when  requested  by  a Medical  Practitioner, 

(3)  Cases  of  illness  when  no  other  help  is  available, 

(4)  The  aged  and  infirm. 


No  nursing  attention  can  be  given,  as  this  is  not  the  duty  of  the  service. 

The  cost  of  a whole  time  home  help  for  a full  42  hour  week  may  be  considerable 
to  the  heme,  but  it  is  considered  by  the  authority  and  part  or  the  whole  may  be 
remitted  in  necessitous  cases. 


The  value  of  this  service  is  very  great  to  the  community  and  leads  to  a very 
considerable  saving  in  hospital  beds,  etc.,  and  thereby  a very  great  saving 
financially  to  the  community.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  DISTRICT. 


/ill  the  piped  water  supplies  are  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality  and 
have  no  plumb o-solvency  action. 


The  water  supply  from  the  deep  borehole  at  the  Royal  id.r  Force  Station, 
Syerston,  has  been  continued  during  the  year,  and  no  adverse  reports  have  been 
obtained  on  regular  samples  taken  by  your  Health  Department.  Samples  are  taken 
regularly  from  different  points  in  the  villages  supplied. 

Upper  Broughton  Water  Supply. 

This  village  still  has  to  rely  on  unpiped  supplies  of  water.  Samples  taken 
from  the  Parish  Pump  have  been  badly  polluted  and  it  has  been  necessary  to 
recommend  that  all  supplies  from  this  source  should  be  boiled  before  consumption. 


Further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  Bingham  and  Keyworth  Sewage  Disposal 
Schemes. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Keyworth  Sewage  Works  came  into  partial 
operation. 

Preliminary  reports  were  made  by  the  Consulting  Engineers  with  regard  to  a 
Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  for  Cotgrave . 

Slum  Clearance. 


Work  on  Slum  Clearance  at  Bingham  and  Keyworth  was  continued  during  the  year. 
The  Minister  confirmed  the  Keyworth  Clearance  Orders  during  the  year.  Demolition 
cf  the  properties  in  Bingham  Clearance  Areas  was  completed  during  the  year  and 
proposals  for  the  redevelopment  were  forwarded  to  the  Ministry. 

Representations  on  two  properties  in  East  Bridgf  crd  were  submitted  to  the 
Committee  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 
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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  this  Report  for  inclusion  in  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1957. 

Clearance  of  sub-standard  properties  has  regrettably  ccme  to  a halt,  except 
for  a number  of  properties  in  the  parish  of  Keyvvcrth,  The  Council's  Visiting 
Committee  decided,  in  their  wisdom,  to  exclude  a number  of  properties  from  the 
original  proposed  Clearance  Area.  Since  then,  the  owner  and  agent  have  expressed 
the  desire  for  the  properties  to  be  formally  closed,  the  properties  being  of  a 
type  that  could  not  be  repaired  at  reasonable  cost.  Six  other  properties  were 
considered  by  the  owners  not  worth  the  expense  of  modernisation,  they  too  are  to 
be  cleared  when  the  tenants  are  re-housed. 

Why  should  one  think  there  is  no  smoke  in  this  Rural  District?  The  proposal 
to  make  the  new  development  in  the  future  mining  village  of  Cctgrave  into  a 
SMOKE  CONTROL  AREA  was  shelved  for  the  time  being.  Seme  1 ,500  houses  burning 
their  allocation  of  at  least  1;0  tens  of  coal  will  distil  approximately  25%  smoke 
and  volatile  matter  into  the  atmosphere,  making  seme  3,750  tons  of  smoke  in  a year. 
Such  pollution  is  a menace  to  health,  retards  the  growth  of  healthy  crops,  cuts 
out  valuable  sunlight  and  also  perishes  brick  and  stone  work.  Most  of  all,  we 
should  not  fail  in  carrying  out  our  duties  given  to  us  in  law  - otherwise  higher 
Authority  will  be  only  too  happy  to  relieve  us  of  these  duties. 

Government  Slaughtering  Policy  is  to  raise  the  standard  of  hygiene  in 
Slaughterhouses  and  is  to  include  a slaughterhall,  cooling  room  and  lairage. 
Thousands  of  poultiy  are  killed,  dressed  and  prepared  for  food  in  this  area. 

Seme  poultry  are  prepared  for  food  with  a reasonable  standard  of  hygiene.  In 
certain  premises  a few  birds  are  killed  and  prepared  in  their  own  kitchens,  with 
scrupulous  care,  and  cleanliness,  but  a few  others  are  now  working  in  unhygienic 
conditions  on  a fairly  large  ccmmercial  scale,  with  nothing  in  their  mind  except 
the  profit  motive.  The  old  fashioned  demand  for  birds,  complete  with  feathers, 
is  falling  off.  Now  it  is  the  ready-for-the-oven  birds  with  their  risks  of 
food  poisoning  contamination.  The  risk  of  salmcnallae  poisoning  through  eating 
infected  poultry  is  a great  risk  and  has  indeed  had  fatal  results  last  Christmas 
in  the  Midlands,  The  practice  of  preparing  birds  for  the  table  in  filthy 
unhygienic  conditions,  such  as  disused  cowsheds,  stables  or  outhouses,  must 
stop.'  To  visit  all  the  farms  and  smallholdings  (sane  600  farms  in  the  District, 
in  67,583  acres)  along  with  other  duties,  and  the  existing  staff,  is  an 
impossible  task. 

Six  eleven  year  old  lorries  are  still  carrying  on  their  uaily  task  of  public 
cleansing.  What  private  firm  would  keep  lorries  for  such  a long  period? 

The  increased  number  of  houses  and  population,  including  private  contracts  at 
Newton,  Syerston  and  the  Canadian  New  Hitate  at  Radcliffe-on-Trent  are  causing 
these  lorries  to  work  longer  hours  of  overtime.  This  increased  work,  with 
general  maintenance  and  repairs,  men's  holidays  during  the  summer  and  sickness 
during  the  -winter  months  leave  little  time  for  cleaning  and  painting  the 
vehicles.  Efforts  will  be  made  for  the  men  to  clean  down  the  lorries  and  at 
least  put  on  a protective  coat  of  paint. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  further  extensions  of  sewerage  schemes  in  the 
District  are  to  be  extended  to  the  villages  of  Cotgrave,  Aslockton,  Scarringtan, 
Car  Colston,  Whatton  and  Radcliffe-on-Trent , 

I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Conmittee  for  their  active  interest  and  support  at  all  times,  and  to  other 
Officials  of  the  Council,  especially  those  in  the  Health  Department,  for  their 
help  and  cc— operation  at  all  times.

This  return  by  no  means  presents  a true  picture  of  the  work  and  time 
involved  in  interviews  with  Tenants  and  landlords.  Same  I36  interviews  have 
taken  place,  either  in  the  Office  or  in  the  houses  concerned.
